The subcombinations are distinct from 
each other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of Group I 
does not require a connector housing as Groups II-III and Group II does not require serially 
placing wires above the press-contact blade as Group IE. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Due to the complex nature of the election of species requirement, no telephone call was 
made to the attorney of record to request an oral election to the above requirement.
